dents. 

Walton M. Went/., on llie iiarents' 
side in the debate "The Approach To 
.School," stated that he believed in 
home work for the students, as it was 
discipline foi' the child's mind and 
what he or she did at home would 
then be jierfected in the school. He 
also stressed the amount of time 
needed for this work. 

W. J. Drennan, school luinciiial, 
from the stand]ioint of the school, de- 
clared that the time for honu' work 
varies according to the grade of the 
child, and that it was almost impos- 
sible to exactly regulate so much 
wcn-k. About one hour each evening 
should be enough fm- the child below 
the Sixth grade; for those in the high- 
er grades if should be between an 
hour and a half and two hours. He 
also stressed the safety |iroblem in 
the school; advised the parents to se- 
lect the radio iirograms for their chil- 
dren as well as the movies. They 
should also see that the child is well 
fed before coming to school and that 
time be given for him to c'at his food, 
lie said tliat children of an early age 
should hi' taught to mingle with their 
companions and then kindergarten
